not the best news possible for some 
sjieculators, it is the best that could 
come for th** country, since industrials 
could not long prosper without reaction 
from tin* extreme prices caused by act­ 
ual or suppose*! scarcity of materials 
last year. 
Some help comes from new 
iron furnaces that have opened or ap­ 
proach completion; soim ^rom the fam ­ 
ine in India, which sends hither ship­ 
loads of hides; some from th** much in 
creased flo cks of sheep which 
have 
weathered the w inter and some from the 
opening of new iron, zinc and copper 
mines. 
The causes are many, hut the 
revision of quotations gives promise of 
greater udiivity in all the chief indus­ 
tries. 
The great iron industry has been em ­ 
barrassed bv prices for pig and allots, 
which were in* longer sustained by the 
gradually yielding prices of products. 
Considerable transactions are now’ re­ 
ported at Philadelphia $ 1.00 to $1.50 per 
ton h*'low* recent <p o ations; 
at Pitts- 
barg, 20,000 tons Be ss*'mer have been 
soh! and 75,OIH) tons billets, both iron 
and steel, being reported #1.00 per ton 
lower. 
Tin* new furnaces 
supplying 
foundry iron 
Ii;,ive 
been 
competing 
sharply at the east, and small stiles of 
Bessemer have been made for Pittsburg 
delivery at 40 to ti5 cents below previous 
quotations. 
Sheets ar** strengthened then* by the 
new combinations, though it d o e s not 
embrace some large works, hut with 
this addition of 500,CKX) tons yearly and 
its sales to the hoop and tinplate com­ 
panies, the National Steel has secured 
large and rich mines iii Minnesota. 
Plates arc* still weak, as most consum­ 
ers tire provided far ahead, but the Pa­ 
cific orders covers 2,(KH) tons, and the 
Chicago and Northwestern has placed 
orders to the east for $5,000 tons bridge 
work. 
Rail mills are full, hut have 
taken a small contract for exjKirf, aud 
better business enables tinplate works 
which have been idle to resume. 
At last it is admitted that tile wool 
quotations 4o long hold are fully 3 cents 
per scoured pound higher than prices tit 
large actual sales last week, and since, 
the decline covering 
grades between

The explana­ 
tions arc* many; the fact is that when 
mills made enormous sales of heavy 
weight goods, and then bought no wool, 
the fable that their stocks were ex 
haused ceased to have fore**,

medium territory sidling at 58 cents 
scouted, aud other wool down to the* 
low glades, th* fall is general, and Eng­ 
lish markets are also weaker. 
Goods of 
fine grades have h«*eno]K*ned with much 
less advance in price than was made in 
cheaper grades, hut cancellations eon 
tinue numerous. 
Failures in three weims have been $7,- 
241,230, against $7,120,780 last year, and 
$7,203,430 in I SDS, but in the previous 
years they exceeded #10.OOO,ooh.

are prominent: I. He prayed with him­ 
self. 
O s t e n s i b l y the Pharisee went to 
the temple to pray to God. but he lost 
sight of God in himself. 
Ha "stood 
and prayed thus with himself.** 2. His 
standard of comparison was man, not 
God. 
“I thank Thee that I arn not a s 
other men.” 
This false standard led 
him to exalt himself. 
He thought that 
because be was more punctilious in the 
performance of religious rites aud cere­ 


monies than other moll he was doing 
all that God wished him to do; bul. 
alas! lie failed to understand that tnt* 
religion is within and not without. IL" 
prayer was rooted and grounded in 
pride ami selfishness. 
It wits not a d ­ 
dressed to God. but was a self congrat­ 
ulatory address. 
He exalted himself 
and therefore God humbled him. 
Th** 
sin of pride Is one that Christians in 
particular need to guard themselves 
against. 
It is so easy to compare out 
selves with others and to conclude that 
we are better than other men. 
Bet us 
beware. 
Let us keep our eyes on God 
rather titan man. 
lf we do flint. w«* 
will be in p o danger o f being puffed u p 
with pride.

The publican’s prayer. 
“Aud th** 
publican, standing afar off. would mu 
lift up so much as his eyes unto hea\ 
en. but smote upon his breast, saying.

ity. 'i'liis man saw himself not through 
others, but through God. 
He had a

upon God. and all Ii** could do. there 
fore, was ti* cry out for mercy. "God 
la* merciful unto rn**, a sinner.”

clear vision of God crushes out pride* 
aud brings us to a condition of con 
triteness aud humility. 
Let us get 
clear visions of God. that we may Im 
kept humble, for then only will we It* 
in position to be exalted. 
"He that

Co. "s weekly review of trade i ss ted to­ 
day said in part: 
Prices in materials are yielding. 
If 
not the best news possible for some 
speculators, it is flit' best that could 
come for the country, since industrials 
could not long prosper without reaction 
from the extreme prices caused bv act­ 
ual or sup|M)scd scarcity of materials 
last year. 
Home help comes from new 
iron furnaces that have opened or ap­ 
proach completion; somq^rnm the fam­ 
ine in India, which sends hither ship­ 
loads of hides; some from the much in­ 
creased flocks i *f sheep which have 
weathered the winter and some from the 
opening of new iron, zinc and copper 
milles. 
Tile causes are many, but the 
revision of quotations gives promise of 
greater affin ity iii all the chief indus­ 
tries, 
The great iron industry has Iw en em­ 
barrassed by prices for tag and allots, 
which were im longer sustained by the 
gradually yielding prices of products. 
Considerable transactions are now re­ 
ported at Philadelphia $1.00 to $1.50 per 
ton Indow recent qi orations; at Pitts- 
barg, 20,000 tons Bi nm‘mer have been 
sold and 75,000 tons billets, both iron 
and steel, being reported $1.00 per ton 
lower. 
I lie new furnaces 
supplying 
foundry iron 
h^ive 
beni 
competing 
sharply at the east, and small sales of 
Bessemer have been made for Pittsburg 
delivery at 4o to 05 ('cuts below previous 
quotations. 
Sheets arc strengthened there by the 
new combinations, though it does not 
embrace some large works, but with 
this addition of 500,000 tons yearly and 
its sales to the hoop and tinplate com­ 
panies, the National Steel has secured 
large and rich mines in Minnesota. 
Plates art* still weak, us most consum­ 
ers are provided far ahead, but the Pa­ 
cific orders covers 2,(KH) tons, and the 
Chicago and Northwestern has placed 
orders to the east for $5,600 tons bridge 
work. 
Rail mills are full, but have 
taken a small contract for cxjiort, ami 
better business enables tinplate works 
which have been idle to resume. 
At last it is admitted that the wool 
quotations 
long held are fully 3 cents 
per scoured pound higher than prices in 
large actual sales last week, and since, 
the decline covering grades between 
one-quarter blood and lower, which is in 
demand and scarce, and 
fine fleece 
graded XX and above. 
The explana­ 
tions arc many; the fact is that when 
mills made enormous sales of heavy 
weight goods, and then bought no wooj, 
the table that their stocks were ex 
banned ceased to have force. 
In fine 
medium territory selling at AS cents 
scoured, aud other wool down to the 
low grades, tin tall is general, and Eng­ 
lish markets are also weaker. 
Good* of 
fine grades have brim opened with much 
less advance iii price than was made in 
cheaper grades, hut cancellations con­ 
tinue numerous. 
Failures in three wolves have been $7,- 
241,230, against $7,1211,7*0 last year, and 
$7,203,439 iii ISOS, but in the previous 
years they exceeded $10,600,000. Matin 
fdcturing were $2,856,536, against $3,- 
643,864 last year, aud trading were $3,- 
822.030. against $3,237,472 last year. 
Failures for the List week have liecn in 
the United States 201, against JOI last 
year, and 33 in Canada, against 40 last 
vear. 


C H R IS T IA N E N D E A V O R . 


T o p ic F o r W * * k Bejclnnlnar F *h. 25. 
Comment by Rev. 8. ll. Doyle. 


Topic. —T he eiri>n#th of h u m ilit y .— Luke x u . i . 
9-14. 
The Christian Endeavor prayer m e e t ­ 
ing topics for the current year provide 
for the study of the parables of Christ. 
The first parable presented for our 
study is this familiar one in prayer, ll 
lustrating the weakness of pride and 
the strength of humility. The scene of 
the parable is the temple, the charac­ 
ters a Pharisee and a publican. “Two 
men went up into the temple to pray, 
the one a Pharisee and the other a pub 
lic&n.” 
Both men prayed. 
Both men 
prayed In the temple. But how vastly 
different were the results of their 
prayers. One “went down to his bouse 
Justified rather than the other.” 
To 
see the cause of these different results 
we must study the two prayers. 
I. The pharisee’s prayer. 
There are 
two characteristics of this prayer that 
are prominent: I. He prayed with him­ 
self. 
Ostensibly the Pharisee went to 
the temple to pray to God. but he lost 
sight of God in himself. 
Ha "stood 
and prayed thus with himself.” 2. His 
standard of comparison was man, not 
God. 
“I thank Thee that I am not as 
other men.” 
This false standard led 
him to exalt himself. 
He thought that 
because be wa* more punctilious in the 
performance of religious rites and cere­ 


monies than other melt he was «l«.»inu 
ail that God wished him to do; but, 
alas! In' failed to understand that trim 
religion is within aud not without. His 
prayer was rooted ami grounded in 
pride and selfishness. 
It was not ad 
dressed to God. hut was a self congrat­ 
ulatory address. 
He exalted himself 
ami therefore God humbled him. 
Tho 
sin of pride is one that Christians in 
particular need to guard themselves 
against. 
It is so easy to compare oui 
selves with others and to conclude that 
we are better than other men. 
Let us 
beware. 
Let us keep our eyes on God 
rather than man. 
lf we do that, w.* 
will be in no danger of being puffed up 
with pride. 
2. The publican’s prayer. 
“And tho 
publican, standing afar off. would uot 
lift up so much as his eyes unto hea\ 
en. but smote upon ids breast, saying. 
’God lie merciful unto me, a sinner.’ ” 
One word is 
written 
through aud 
through that prayer, the word limn ti 
ity. This man saw himself not through 
others, but through God. 
He had a 
vision of God. and that vision made 
him see how sinful and how unworthy 
lie was. 
His sins rose up before him 
lie realized that he had no just claims 
upon God, and all he could do. there 
fore, was to cry out for mercy. “Go ! 
he merciful unto me, a sinner.” 
A 
clear vision of God crushes out pride 
and brings us to a condition of con 
triteness and humility. 
Let us get 
clear visions of God, that we may h« 
kept humble, for then only will we I>• 
in position to be exalted. 
“ He thai 
humhletl) himself S i m i ! he exalted.” 
This parable illustrates the old truth 
that God hates the proud, but loves to 
honor the meek and lowly in mind. 
Let us therefore cultivate more and 
more the spirit of humility, and to do 
so effectively let us judge ourselves by 
God's standards rather than by man’s: 
let us look within aud not without, for 
“as a man tliinketb in his heart so is 
he.”
